The idea then was th at the navul 
reserve should be a part of the forces of j 
the federal governm ent instead of tho 
state. 
Shortly after th at Jacob W. Miller, 
an old naval officer, now captain of 
the reserve, took hold of the uaval m i­ 
litia idea. 
He thought that in order to 
found a naval reserve the first thing to 
do was to interest the sm all towns, then 
the state and then the federal govern­ 
ment. 
He therefore raised a uaval vol­ 
unteer force of about IOO men aud or­ 
ganized it as a part of the Htate m ilitia. 
Mr. Low was taken ill und ordered 
abroad for his health, aud a rout bina­ 
tion of forces was suggested. The forces 
were combined, aud Captaiu M iller’s 
idea was proved to be highly satisfac­ 
tory. At that tim e it was impossible to 
get federal aid, but as a state institutiou 
the organization flourished. 
The organizers had these things in 
m ind: First, the form ation of a uaval 
m ilitia; second, an association of all 
the states w ith naval m ilitia and u lti­ 
m ately the form ation of a national re­ 
serve. 
The idea of the naval m ilitia in 
New York state was perfected in 1890, 
aud in I KUI a law wail passed authoriz­ 
ing the organizations of the uaval m ili­ 
tia. 
The F irst battalion was officially 
m ustered into the state service on June 
21, J891. 
From th at tim e other states 
im itated New York. and the tim e was 
thought to be ripe for the second step in 
I 1894. 
Then a correspondence began in 
New York w ith the naval m ilitiam en 
of other states for the purpose of form- 
• ing an interstate association. 
The first 
I meeting was held 
in New York in 
1 March, 1895, ami representatives came 
from California, Massachusetts, Con­ 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey, 
Maryland, North Carolina, M ichigan 
1 ami Illinois. 
The total force of all the 
states was th in about 2,600 nun. 
The 
N ational Naval M ilitia association was 
then organized, and it was decided to 
have meetings every year. 
In 1890 the 
1 meeting was held in Baltimore, in 1897 
in Boston, and this year the m eeting 
was to have been held in April in Phil 
adelphic bad it uot been made impossi 
ble by the {Spanish troubles. 
Five or six states made application to 
congress in 1892 for recognition and 
help, aud congress appropriated $25,000 
yearly for 1892 and 1898. It appropriat­ 
ed $50,000 yearly for 1894, 1895, 1890 
and 1897. 
This year the ap p ro p re 
tion is $00,OOO. 
W ith this money arms 
aud mu m un m w e r e purchased for the 
different organizations and distributed 
pro rata. The New York legislature ap 
propriated $26,000 ft year from 1892 to i 
1896 inclusive; $15,000 in 1897, and 
this year it has appropriated $25, OOO. 
This money pays for uniforms, for tents 
and other supplies and for the summer 
cruises, which have cost about $5,000 
each.

"I would suggest," said be. "that in 
addition to the searchlights now em ­ 
ploy ed canisters of calcium carbide, 
with a small quantity of calcium phos­ 
phide mix ed in, be placed near the 
scouting b« >at8 or fired into the water at 
a distance from a mortar.

ters, being prov ided with buoy ant cham­ 
bers and water v ents, would giv e off 
acety lene ga.« . and also spontaneously 
inflammativ e phosphureted hy drogen, 
which w'oulrl serv e to ignite coutinnoua- 
ly the acety lene gas. 
The lesult would 
be powerful lights, v ery cheaply pro- 
dnced in gioai numbers ov er an area 
of sev eral square miles.

New Licht Scheme of Thorn** A. Edison 
to Render Them Ineffective. 
Thomas A. Edison has made a dis­ 
covery, or, rather, applied a principle 
that w ill revolutionize modern naval 
warfare. 
At present night and fog are 
the greatest enemies a war fleet at sea 
can know. It is under cover of the dark­ 
ness that the torpedo boats sneak up to 


flection from the light absorbing surface 
of a torpedo boat illuminated by the 
most powerful electric lig h t.” 
In a word, the light would be behind 
it instead of on the nearer side of it. 
Not only can the chemical combination 
be employed to keep torpedo boats away, 
as already shown, but canisters of it, 
being very light in weight, can be 
burled for several miles from a pneu­ 
matic gun. - - Chicago Tribune.

Some time ago I had the pleasure of 
visiting Fleusbtirg, a seaport town on 
the east 
coast of Sleswiok-Holstein, 
and was much struck with the system I 
there observed of bringing to port fish 
which was intended for immediate con­ 
sumption. 
Instead of packing the fish in the 
hold of the vessel the fishermen use flat, 
oblong boxes drilled with boles to allow 
free access of water, and into these the 
live fish are placed as soon as caught 
and are towed under water. 
By this means the fish are kept alive 
until the harbor is reached, and they 
sre then taken out of the boxes and sold 
Alive on the quay, so that there can be 
un question as to their absolute fresh­ 
ness.—Strand Magazine.
